The front page of the New York 
Worltl of May 7, 1898, carrying the 
news of Commodore Dewey's victory 
in Manila Bay, recalls the story of 
this faniDUs news beat as told to me 
by the man who did it — the late Ed- 
ward W. Harden. 

Harden, then on the Chicago Trib- 
une, was touring the world on the 
U.S. revenue culler MrCtillouch. The 
cutler was ordered to join Commo- 
dore Dewey's fleet at Hong Kong. The 
New York fforld asked Harden to 
cover the story. 

After the May Day destruction of 
the Spanish fleet Dewey cut the cable 
in Manila Bay. He sent the McCul- 
lourh back to Hong Kong with his 
dispatches, told the corre!*pondents 
they were free lo (ile their .stories but 
his report must go first. 

From Hong Kong (Saturday, Mav 
7) Harden filed his 3.000 words at 
press rate, SI. 15 a woni, collect. The 
Commoilore's code meshage was al- 
ready on the cable when Harilen qui- 
etly relumed tti the cable office and 
fded a SO-wnrd s-kelelon >torv at the 
urgent rale of S^.OO a word, fur which 
he paid cash in gnld. He knew there 
were a nuinber nf relav pnints on the 
ll-,IM)0-mile jnurnev amund the 
world, and figured that along the line 
his urgent message would jump 
ahead of the CommotloreV, leaving 
the press-rate-collect stories backed 
up behind. 

Uevsey's coded report had to be re- 
peated back for checking at each re- 
lay point, and at the first relay, Sai- 
gon, Harden s urgent mc-^sage sped 
ahead. It arrived in the World oflice 
in tin' earlv morning, less than an 
hour frnni Himg Kong.

A Life cover should reflect, anioiig otlier things, what you will see 
inside. Since it usually goes to press early, we sometimes have 
second thoughts about it — and are able to act on them. 

Three of the covers selected but never used as such are shown 
above. The first one was The Glob, a figure invented by Cartoonist 
Walt Kelly to illustrate an article on evolution. He gave way to the 
new queen of England w hen King George VI died. The baby picture 
would have indicated that we had a story on layettes, but then along 
came Tito's memoirs. Subsequent letters indicated that our first 
choice would have been more popular, but we felt that the readers 
should know from the cover that for the first time the head of a Com- 
munist state was w riting for popular publication. The current exam- 
ple is an Irish girl, now seen on page 142, who seemed to fit in with 
Sean O'Faolain's lament about Irish marriage customs. But, four 
days after our normal closing time. Stalin became ill and some 



production overtime resulted in what yim now see on the cover. 

This wasn't the only process set in motion. We started assem- 
bling the story on pages 20 through 29 from 50.000 photos w hich, 
since 19.50, our picture bureau had been inspecting. They came from 
picture agencies, official sources, obscure magazines, libraries and 
from our foreign offices. We had rare pictures like Stalin sponsoring 
Malenkov in 1951 (cover). Stalin as a young revolutionary (p. 24) 
and Lenin stricken by the same malady as his su<-cessor (/). 25). 
We had saved pictures from trips by F'hotographers McAvov and 
Bourke- While (the Kremlin on pp. 20, 21 and Stalin on p. 27). 

For the current developments we had officially released pictures 
from Moscow, but to show the uncensored impact w hich the event 
had on the Communist world one of our photographers slipped 
through the Iron Curtain to show how East Berlin acted as it passed 
from the firm rule of Stalin to the uncertain hand of Malenkov. 
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FALSE GOD DIES, 
CRISIS IS BORN 

AN AUTHORITY FORESEES LONG FIGHT 
FOR POWER AND SEMI-DIVINE STATUS 

The death of Juscf Stalin last week was like a tliiiiiilerelap 
without lightning — the roar filled the world but there was 
scant illumination. Realizing that little could be learned 
from the censored .Moscow dispatches, LIKK. consulted 
Edward Oankshaw, one of the world's recognized author- 
ities on Soviet politics and author of Uiixsiu anil the 
Russians and Cracks in the Kremlin IT'ull. His elo(|uent 
and penetrating account, cabled from London, follows.

In America when a president lies dying, in England when a king lies dying, 
all hitternrss of strife is muled. People move about their business in a 
dream; and in their thoughts is the image of the death chamber, in their 
hearts the shared sorrow of those who watch for death. These, for a day, 
put off the pomp of high estate and appear in their natural human dig- 
nity, upheld by the silent sympathy of millions. 

In Russia when an autocrat lies dying the atmosphere is dark with 
uncertainty and the unbridled conflict of ambition. In the hearts of the 
common people the habitual pain of the evil they know is overborne by 
the unspoken fear of the evil they do not know. In the words of the new 
Soviet government's own communique, there is "disarray and panic." 

Stalin lay dying in the palace of the czars, prostrate and unconscious, 
the real an<l also the symbolic center of a fantastic web of plots and 
counterplots reaching out from the anterooms of the Kremlin to the 
remotest corners of his empire. Men with great interests at stake came 
as close as they dared, as close as they might, to the heart of tremendous 
events. All were scheming, some for the good of Russia, more for theip 
own secret ends, a handful for absolute power. 

This was in the Russian tradition of the harsh and arbitrary despotism 
which fears the light of day. All European nations look back on a history 
full of disgraceful episodes. Russia alone relives her ancient history in 
the era of ('oca-("ola and the Hydramatic drive. 

Inside the lowering Kremlin walls the first of Stalin's true forebears, 
Ivan the Terrible, killed with his own hands his son and heir and then 
went mad with remorse. From the Kremlin in 1.S91 Boris Godunov or- 
dered the assassination of the child who stood between him and the 
throne. Later the tradition moved to St. Petersburg. The infant (^zar 
Ivan VI was imprisoned by Elizabeth, the usurper empress, in the under- 
water dungeons of the Schliissclberg until he became an idiot and was 
murdered by his guards. Catherine, the wife of Peter the Third, bad her 
own husband murdered in order to assume the crow n. These acts occurred 
not in the .Middle Ages but at the time of Voltaire. In the second year of 
the 19th Century the Czar Paul was murdered in his own palace. 

Stalin was the inheritor of this tradition. It is not to be wondered at 
that Trotsky was sure that Stalin had poisoned Lenin. And Stalin himself 
has used the poisoning motif: in the 1930s to account for the deaths of 
his outspoken friend Ordzhonikidze and of the great writer, Gorky; only 
the other day to account for the deaths of two members of the Politburo, 
Shchcrbakov and Zhdanov. 

The legend of the poisoning doctors is not new. It is old. Ivan the 
Terrible required his doctors, foreigners imported from the West, to 
poison those whom he distrusted. Nobody today would remember that as 
a living story had not Stalin himself revived it in his own lifetime. And 
so it is hardly surprising that as soon as the nine doctors were accused of 
poisoning Zhdanov the story went round that in fact this was part of a 
plot against Stalin — to remove his own trusted doctors and substitute 
others in the service of a pretender. It meant, people said, that Stalin 
would soon die. Now he is dead. 

We do not have to believe this story. It may or may not be true. The

point is that il is in keeping with Kremlin atmosphere and Stalin ha<l 
only himself to blame if it is believed. It is against this dark background of 
violence, suspicion, conspiracy and fear that we must sec tlie tncn who 
have spent their li\es in Stalin's shadftw, an<l now survive him. 

Who arc these vaguely looming figures? We know a little about the 
men who have figured in public as Stalin's closest colleagues. We have 
had in past years queer glimpses into their quarrels. But there are others 
of w hom we know nothing at all. and the key to the future, the future in- 
heritor of Stalin s mantle, may w ell prove to be someone of w horn the Rus- 
sians, to say nothing of the Western world, have scarcely heard. 

So that even though the official succession is now proclaimed on con- 
ventional lines (Mah-nkov tit be chairman of the ctnincil of ministers, or 
prime minister; Beria to he his first deputy; Molotov superseded by these 
younger men) this tells us very little. Sooner or later, if the ri-girne is to 
persist, there w ill have to be a new leader, quasi-divine, dirfcrent in kind 
and obeyed by all the others, the new "Little Father " for all to adore.

the shade by a god all his lifetime canuol assume the attributes of a deity 
overnight. The people have to be etiucated to see a god where then* was 
only a profe\*sionaI party boss. This is true in Russia itself, and it is thiu- 
bly true beyond Soviet borders — in China and in the Faimpran j^atellites 
— where Stalin lias appeared both as remtflr and as omnipresent as Gt)d. 

Stalin some months ago cause*! the reorj;anization of the Politlmro. a 
ramshaekle a[>paratus. to make a machine which conid run easily alter 
liis death with a calculated (h>persal of power. That machine was thrown 
down and tfUally destroyed, witfiout a word of explanation, within 21 
hours of Stalin's ileath. The new regime has started with a scarcely veiletl 
couft tfetat. undoing Stalin s work. The men uho have carrieil out this 
revoluti<»n. \Ialenkov and Beria. now work together. But the verv violence 
of their first joint action has set llie tone for the times to come. They have 
acted ipiieklv and suddenlv to lorcstall possible trouble ami to eonecn- 
trate all power in their hands. Ti> ensure their safely they have gone out 
of their way to placate the army by recalling the great hero. Marshal 
Zhukov, from his exile and making htm a deputy minister of defense.

Viacheslav Molotov, officially Stalin's first deputy but lately sunk into 
the background, has been relegated to third place. A far more formidable 
figure than is generally supposed, the man whose brain was good enough 
to make him Stalin's chief of staff for 30 years, he has had to make way 
for younger and more ruthless men. 

The first of these is Georgi Malcnkov, 12 years Mololov's junior, 
tough, able, unremittingly ambitious, a man of action and a man of in- 
trigue modeled on his master's plan. Once Stalin's private secretary and 
for long the supreme party boss, Malenkov — like Stalin before him — 
has worked successfully to model the party in his own image. He is by 
all appearances the strongest personality in the Soviet Union and as 
such Stalin s natural heir. 

The second is Lavrenti Pavlovich Beria, the chief policeman, abt)ut 
Malenkov's age. wh<i has spent his life in the police as Malenkov spent 
his in the party, a confidant and fellow countryman of -Stalin's. Gentle in 
manner, with pince-nez. Beria inspires people who meet him to say that 
he reminds them of a schoolmaster. They said the same of Himmler, and 
for the same reasons. 

These three have latelv stood closest to Stalin. During the past two 
years there have been vivid and unmistakable signs of a conflict between 
them. The fact that they work together now docs not necessarily mean 
that they will not fight in the future. 

The vanquished and the victors 

Five years ago one would have had to list with them Zhdanov and 
Andreyev, but one is dead, the other thrown away. Five years ago one 
would have had to put next on the list Kaganovich and Mikoyan: Kaga- 
novicb. the brilliant and energetic Jew. Stalin's brother-in-law, who has 
so many times saved the country from ruin by desperate action when 
this or that aspect of the plan has broken down; Mikoyan. the .Armenian 
with the intelligence and approach of an American tycoon. But Jew s and 
Armenians have no chance now of being deified by Russians, who want 
one of themselves. And two other men. Bulganiri and Khrushchev, have 
long since outpaced Kaganovich and Mikoyan. 

Bulganin is the darkest horse among the visible runners. Cultivated, 
highly educated and intelligent, a banker and administrator by career, a 
political boss by opportunity, he draws on reserves of power w hich we 
can only suspect. Onetime minister of defense, he is still the army's 
spokesman in the Kremlin. Whether he is working for the army or 
against it, wc do not know. Whether he favors the political generals, 
Sokolovsky and Shtemenko, or whether he has maintained a close liai- 
son with the exiled generals like Marshal Zhukov, we do not know. Who 
his friends may be in the Politburo we do not know. He was picked by 
Stalin for his ability; he may follow a solitary star. 

Khrushchev is less picturesque. We know little of him save that he 
was the scourge of the Ukraine when the Ukraine worked itself into a

state of rebellion after the war. And he has been given the job of regi- 
menting the peasants, of regimenting the most independent-minded half 
of the population. But he is not in the same class as Bulganin. 

Finally there is Vorosbilov. Stalin s drinking companion and contem- 
porary, who has survived by the grace of .Stalin and means nothing with- 
out the grace of Stalin. Too old and respected to sack, he has been kicked 
upstairs to become ibe new titular head of state, the so-called president 
of theU.S.S.R. 

What are these men doing? How strong are they? Who now gives 
orders to the soldiers? Who gives orders to the great industrial mag- 
nates? Who gi\ es orders to anybody at all? The answer to the last ques- 
tion is the Central Commitlee id' the Communist Party. That, until this 
week, meant .Stalin, the boss, Khozynin. Stalin spoke and the central 
Committee fathered his words. Today Malenkov stands to the party as 
Stalin stood. The voice of the parly should be the voice of Malenkov. 
But will people (dicy the voice of a man when they are used to obeying a 
god? Will they obey anything at all but force? And who has the force? 

The army has force, and the pidic e have force. But the force of the 
army is dispersed and diflused. Who runs the army? Bulganin of the 
Kremlin? Vasilevsky. the minister of defense? Sokolovsky, the new chief 
of stain* All thc.-e together? We do not know. But we do know who runs 
the police and so does everybody else: Beria. And the force of the police 
is compactly organized, immediate in striking power, ubiquitous. 

If Beria wishes to be the new goil be can hide his time and carry out 
his will with the help of the police. If Beria wishes to break the power 
of the party, be has only tit citnlrixe an altiani-e with the army to sweep 
evervtbing before him. Onlv death can break bis power. On the other 
hand we do not know whether Beria aspires to open deification — like 
Stalin, he is a Georgian and the other Russians might he slow to accord 
godhood to two Georgians in a row. If he does not, if he is content to 
work under Malenkov. between them these two will conquer, anil Malcn- 
kov will himself be god. It seems clear that Stalin saw Malenkov as his 
ultimate successor and built him up. but not far enough tii challenge 
his authority. Beria was his counterpoise. Stalin may have died too soon 
for Malcnkov. 

The government machine exists. When Lenin died there was nothing 
like it. On the face of it, it is an admirable, robust and infinitely compre- 
hensive machine. Malenkov controls the parly, Beria the police. Bulga- 
nin the army. Kaganovich drives the workers, Khrushchev the peasants, 
Mikoyan the machinery of trade and exchange. Mololov, reduced in 
stature, embodies the link with Lenin. The machine may run for many 
years with these ambitious men maneuvering lor position, while still 
more ambitious newcomers scheme to penetrate and gain control. But it 
cannot last. Government by committee can oidy be an interim afl'air. The 
"Little Father"' is necessary to the Russians and will remain necessary 
until and unless they achieve a democratic government. Stalin knew this 
and made himself a god. The men he has left behind know it too. The 
very survival of Soviet Communism demands that one of them must 
some day become a god.

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THE MAN MALENKOV FOLLOWS 



In ihe cops-aiid-rcibber days w hen he wa? ilui kiiig the czar's police it w as 
handy to have a tough-sounding alias like Stalin, which means "Steel." 
The boy w ho grew up to this alias was born Josef \ issariono\ ieh Dju- 
gashvili in the village of Gori. in Georgia, in 1879. Because she had lost 
three children bis mother bad high ambitions for her fourth anrl sought 
to elevate his rank by training him for priesthood. But her "Soso" ("Little 
Joe ), after five years in a seminary, was 
ejected for reading liberal books and became 
a full-time professional revolutionary. At 

21 be tasted blood in the riots in TiHis. At 

22 he was professionally instigating strikes 
in the Batuni factories. In the name of the 
party he planned riots, wrote for clanilcs- 
tine party papers including Pntvihi and en- 
gineered bloody robberies of imperial cour- 
iers. He became inured to perpetual arrest, 
exile to Siberia and stubbornly managed re- 
peated prison escapes. In 190.j he had met 
Lenin, leader of the Bcdsbeviks. and became 
a fanatical Lenin supporter. In 1917 when 
the Germans, at war with Russia, smuggled 
Lenin back to I'elrograd where he liemand- 
ed the overthrow of the provisional revolu- 
tionary government, Stalin became one of I^nin's executive strong-arm 
men. He dealt with the touchy <]uestions so vigorously that he caused 
Lenin to remark. ' We have here a wonderful Georgian." and he proved 
a ruthless and able military strategist again>t the anti-Bolshevik armies. 
In 1922 he was made party General Secretary, then a purely administra- 
tive job — at the time Stalin did not rank with leaders like Trotsky and 
Kamenev. But by liuililing a parly machine be transformed his secretary- 
ship into a major nllice and. when Lenin died, be clinched his new posi- 
tion by personally arranging the funeral and making the eulogy himself.

A talent fur llie monstrous doublecross, and the stomach for it, carried 
Stalin to power and sustained his regime. Lenin was scarcely embalmed 
before the Georgian unhorsed Trotsky by having the Communist party 
repudiate the harsh policies his rival favored. Then, in an about-face, he 
out-Trolskied Trotsky by callously purging dissenters. Al the same time 
he was changing the face of Russia by collectivizing farms, while three 
million peasants starved, and changing over to an industrial economy. 

At home the last vestiges of opposition were eliminated by liquidating 
legions of suspect Red leaders, including 20,000 army ulficers, in the 



framed purge trials of the late 1930s. After rallying international Reds 
in a popular front to light "fascist totalitarianism." Slalin cynically 
undercut them by joining Hitler in the pact that made World War II 
possible. Betrayed in turn by the German. Stalin turned to the Allies, 
making promises at Tehran. Yalta and Potsdam which his regime hon- 
ored mostly by violating them. Aging gracefully through it all. the mas- 
ter intriguer grew into an appearance of statesmanlike benevolence 
which, at last, a disillusioned world learned to evaluate in bis own words, 
"Sincere diplomacv is no more possible than dry water or wooden iron."

STALIN'S LAST WORDS 



Stalin's last major public statement was 
made in the role in which Communists arc 
likely to miss him most: ponlifl of Marxism, 
supreme expositor of the dogma. Il was ad- 
dressed to the faithful at their 19th Party 
(Aingress last Oetoher. W role Stalin: 

"The disintegration nf the single, all- 
emhraeing world market must he regarded as 
the most important economic sequel of the 
Second World War. ... It has had the 
elfect of further deepening the general crisis 
of the world capitalist system. 

". . . (he sphere of exploitation of the 
world's resources by the major capitalist 
countries (U.S.A.. Britain, France) will not 
expanil. hut contract. . . . 

". . . Britain, and after her, capitalist 
France, w ill he compellei) in the end to break 
from the embrace of the U.S.A. and enter 
into eontliet with it in order to secure an 
independent position. . . . 

". . . Cermanv (Western) and Japan . . . 
now languishing under the jackboot of 
American imperialism . . . will try to smash 
the U.S. 'regime' and force their way to 
inilependcnt development. . . . 

'"The inevitability of wars between capi- 
talist countries remains in force." 

Such is .Stalin's last picture of the future, 
which all good (Communists, acting in har- 
ness with omnipotent history," will try to 
bring to pass, riiey have one real ally. This 
is the free world s apathy and reluctance to 
transcend its own economic lrieti(His — or, 
in Marxist language, "internal contradic- 
tions ' — even when it recognizes the danger 
in them. Of tbi- apathy and reluctance, the 
most scanilalous single instance is the way 
the policies of the twii countries ever since 
V-F Dav. have been alloweil to drift apart. 

,\ common Anglo-American policy in 
world traile and linance is essential if the 
free world is to have any prospects of eco- 
nomic expansion and self-betterment. We 
hope that the groundwork for such a policy 
was laid during the visit of Messrs. Eilen 
ami Butler to Washington (.w next cut- 
iimi)). The effort there begun must lead to 
a new free world market to repair the 'dis- 
integration"' of the old. There is no fitter 
way in which the two leading powers of 
the Iree world could mark the death of the 
20th Century's most Satanic (igure.

The reasons for this were l>csl e.yponailed liy 
H alter Lippmann the day liefore Kden's arrival. 
His column called The Acccw/rv (jinclasion ' 
\copyriuht. /9o (. hythe\ew Vorl; Herald Trib- 
une Inc. All riifhts reserved] makes so clear the 
nature and nrfiency of the Anf;lo-.4merican prob- 
lem that we reprint it here: 

The talks with Mr. Eden and Mr. Butler 
must lead to an agreement that the Atlantic 
nations are oni- rniain ial ami trading eom- 
munitv. not to be split apart into separate 
systems. Whatever the problems raised by 
specific measures, a funilamcntal agreement 
to unite, not to permit a lissioii ami a break- 
up, is not really debatable. 

For il no smdi lundaiM<'Mtal agrceinent 
between the present British government and 
the Eisenhower admiiiislratioii is reached 
and announced, the forces of fission ami dis- 
integration which are now in check will be 
released and will become stronger on both 
sides of the .\tlantic. Al some point they 
may well become irresistible. 

• 

This first public encounter between the 
two governments is not one more in the long 
series of post-war meetings to deal with the 
rceonstruc|i(ui of the broken economy of the 
Western \\ orbl. It is the opening of a new- 
chapter. For the first time in a long genera- 
tion the two English-speaking nations, who 
are the financial ami economic leaders of the 
non-Commuin'st world, are both of them gov- 
erneii bv men who believe that markets, sub- 
ject to law and well policed, are better regu- 
lators of economic activity than the separate 
national governments, legislating under the 
impact of pressure groups and intervening 
bv administrative decrees. 

For the first time in two decades the two 
governments are in the hands of men who 
profess the same philosophy. From 19.'?.'? 
until the outbreak of the war. there was the 
New Deal on this side of the Atlantic with 
its strong, though far from consistent, incli- 
nation to a planned national economy. In 
war, of course, no economy can be free; 
every economy is |ilanned and regulated in 
war-time, .\fter the war there was the Labor 
government in Britain which, like any gov- 
ernment committed to a planned economy, 
was nationalistic and isolati<inisl in its for- 
eign economic relations. 

Thus London and Washington have never 



been in step, except during the war years, for 
a generation. Now. once again, thev could 
be. Theoretically thev ought to be. Accord- 
ing to what they say. they should be. The 
question is whether they have the moral 
energy and the jjolitical resourcefulness to 
exercise their authority and to exert their 
leadership. 

• 

.\ failure to do this would have enormous 
and sinister conseipiences. 

It is nfit possible, and it is not now neces- 
sary, that they shoulii emerge fiom their 
meetings with pacts and contra< ts covering 
all the many things that need to be done. For 
these many things involve not onlv the two 
governments but indeed many other govern- 
ments all over the world. The things that 
have to be dealt with comprise fiscal and 
credit policy, export ami import policy, ex- 
change rales and the international money 
market. \\ hat matters most is not the final 
predii tion at this stage of the idtimate con- 
clusion in all these matters, but the certain 
adirmalion (d their intention to arrive in the 
end at a Iree and open economy in the world. 

.\ failure to do that will be taken to mean 
that it is impossible to restore a free and 
open economy. It will be said, not without 
reason, that since the two governments, 
Clnirchill's and Eisenhower's, both intellec- 
tually and emotionally committed to it. are 
unable lo work together, an international 
free economy is no longer a practical aim. 
This will be the green light to all who for one 
reason or aiii>ther would prefer more or less 
tightly closed national economies, at most 
local and regional economies. 

rhose w ho prefer this will be all the varie- 
ties of collectivists. social democrats, na- 
tional socialists, national communists of the 
Tito variety, fascist eorporativisls. national 
isolationists anil imperial iscdationists. What 
they all have in common is the notion that 
they must or that they can regulate econom- 
ic affairs by decree and command better than 
thev can be regulated by exchanges in the 
market. \\ here they differ is w hether they or 
the other fellow shall have the power lo write 
the decrees and to issue the commands. I his 
is the dilFerence that lies at the root ii{ the 
struggles for power which arc wearing away 
the very lounilations ol our civilization. 
• 

On this diircrence. on this struggle for 
power in every country aiul among the coun- 
tries is bumded — as .Stalin m.ide it clear at 
the October Congress of this party — the 
present pcdicv and the strategy of the Soviet 
U nion. I bc Stalinist theory of today is that 
without war and without conceding or nego- 
tiating anything, he will win because the 
Western World is irremediably ilivided and 
cannot unite.

JUAN PERON 





A DICTATOR GETS A POLITE BRUSHOFF FROM HIS NEIGHBORS 



The long land of Chile is the key to Juan Pe- 
r(5n's dream of South American domination. 
Last month the Argentine dictator paid a state 
visit to his old friend. President Carlos Ihanez 
of Chile, to propose an economic and political 
alliance of their countries. To prepare the way 
for his trip, Perdn sent some 50 secret agents 
and his own cheering section across the .\ndes. 
In speeches to Chileans he opened his arms 
and wept as he said: "I offer you a loving em- 
brace of the Argentine people. . . ." 

But the Chileans remembered something Pe- 
rdn said in Buenos Aires: "Union must he 
complete." This irked many Chileans. Like the 
cowboy (above) they listened skeptically to 



Perdn's professions of alTection. There were no 
anti-Perdn demonstrations, perhaps because 
public demonstrations in South America are 
often (Communist inspired, and South Amer- 
ica's Reds rejoice in Perdn's anti-Americanism. 

In the end Peron and Ihanez signed merely 
an agreement to discuss an eventual customs 
union between their countries — nothing more. 
Perdn immediately ordered tax-free exports of 
Argentine beef to Chile — to make friends in a 
land where meat is scarce and food prices sky 
high. The Chileans were grateful for the food, 
but were far from sold on Pcronismo. After 
the Perdn party had departed, one of his Chile- 
an bodyguards sighed happily, "Viva Chile!"

A Texan cheats frost that killed his crops 
by heating his fields with flaming natural gas 

Do«n in the lower Rio Grande valley aroumi McAllen, Texas, the win- 
ters are so mild that even in January llie thernionieler hovers al 60. 
Bui once in a while, without warning, it dips past the freezing point 
and kills the squash and cuiumhers and citrus crops. A couple of 
years ago L. A. ("Red)" Salmon, distressed at the valley's sudden loss 
of seven million citrus trees, set out to do something ahout it. 

He found that smudge pots used in (Jalifornia arc impractical in 
Texas, where there is rarely the insulating blanket oflow overhanging 
cloud necessary to make smudge pots effective. Tlien he came up with 
a simple but spectacular idea; cashing in on Texas' plentiful supply ol 
natural gas, he devised a whirling, llaming crop warmer. Piping the gas 
into a T-shaped rig, Salmon installed jels on the ends of the T, lit 
them, and they whirled around the main post under their own jet 
power something like an ordinary lawn sprinkler. On a freezing night, 
for SI. 50 an hour, Salmon's simple crop warmer will keep a whole acre 
warm. Now he is selling warmers to enthusiastic neighbors at 8250 a T.

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. . . AND LITTLE-KNOWN FACTS 
ABOUT THE GIs AND GENERALS 

by JOHN OSBORNE 

flEN you are talking of more tliaii 200,000 men at arms, no 
generalities hold wholly good, and that goes lor all those thai 
follow. But as a generality it is fair to say that the .Vincriian soldier 
in Korea is a remarkahly mature and thoughtful young man. Older 
oflioers and visitors who were in or around World War II find the 
GI of 19.52-53 a different hird, an interesting one. 

Your soldier of today is on the whole phenomenally unprofane. 
This reporter spent hours in and near the front lines without once 
hearing the immemorial monosvllahle of English-speaking armies. 
' Snafu" and all its variations are gone completely. The universal 
and all-inclusive word today is "sweat." It covers just about every- 
thing: "no sweat" means no trouhle, no cause for worry, nothing 
fouled up, don't fret. "It's a sweat" means a patrol looks tough, 
or UN order to dig some more trench is an outrage, or simply that 
everything is messed up as usual. 

"Gook" has all but vanished from the Army lexicon, too. In the 
early months of the Korean war it was the universal word for all 
Korean.s — south or north, civilian or soldier, adult or child — and 
it was uttered with a hatred born of shock, fear and distrust ol so 
alien a land and people. Now it is spoken, if at all, only of the 
Chinese and North Korean soldiers. Its going is evidence of one 
of the positive miracles of this war: the adjustment of the Ameri- 
can soldier to the laud, the people, the ways of South Korea. It is 
also a sign of the maturity that marks our soldiers' thinking as well 
as their language. 

In their endless talk of the war and of what to do about it, the 
front-line soldiers make just about the same points their generals 
make, and just about as intelligently. The rifleman, of course, views 
the prospect of attack and its casualties with a personal aversion 
that the general can hardly feel, hut at the crux of the argument 
the GI usually votes for anything except another year or more 
of stalemate. 



An American division commander gave me some good advice just 
before I went up to our lines. "You are going to come across some 
things in this Army that you won't like," the division commander 
said. "They are what you have to expect when a great countrv 
tries to light a war on the cheap." 

"War on the cheap" has some manifestations, however, that 
would seem to invite correction. General Ei.senhower suggested on 
his return from Korea that some .serious supply deficiencies would 
be corrected as soon as he took hold. .\ Pentagon press conference 
put one of them on the record: a shortage of artillery ammunition. 
If the past consequences of this shortage arc ever lully revealed, 
the American people will be shocked and enraged. 

riiere are others. How many .Americans, for instance, realize 
that thousands of Korean soldiers are fighting in our divisions — 
not because their presence improves the divisions or increases 
their strength, but because the U.S. is not providing enough Amer- 
icans to keep the division u|) to slreiiglh? Tliese Korean soldiers, 
who are called Katusas (Korean .'Vugmentalion Troops, L .S. .Army) 
are in addition to the troops that make up the 12 ROK divisions. 
The Koreans in question are good, tough soldiers who serve for 
the Korean equivalent of about 'lOf. a month alongside ,\mericans 
who get 875 and up for the same service, and every American al 
home ought to be gratef ul to thetn. But all that does not obviate 
the fact that the mixture creates special and harassing problems. 

An infantry squad is, or should be, among the closest of groups. 
In practically every infantry unit in the Eighth Army today, a 
chasm of language and social habit separates soldier from soldier, 
the leader from his men. .Although Katusas and GIs rapidly accpiire 
a bastanl pidgin, compounded of Korean. Japanese and American 
words and phrases, the language barrier is never wholly surmount- 
etl. "When you can make ihem understand what you want, they 
are great." a harried squad leader said of his Katu.sas the other day. 
"But it's .so damned hard to make them understand." 

The same platoon and squad leaders would think they never had 
it so good if they suddenly found themselves with only one lan- 
guage to hurdle. They have another — the Spanish of their draftees 
from Puerto Rico.

In some ways the Puerto Rieans are harder to assimilate and 
command effectively than the Katusas. Despite their island's 
long identity with the mainland U.S., most of the Puerto Riran 
arrivals speak no English. They cling together more tenac iously 
than the Koreans dn. and they seem to pick up even pidgin Ameri- 
can much more slowly. Many of them make it clear that they 
would have preferred to he in the separate Puerto Rican regiment 
which was maintained in Korea until recently. 

Although any officer who said as much out loud might be in 
trouble, the truth is that the Puerto Ricans would fare and fight 
lietler if ihey were placed in scjuads and platoons of their own. 
In a few instances tliev have been covertly bunched under .Span- 
ish-speaking nonioms from the American Southwest. In such 
circumstances they do themselves proud. Many individuals who 
are dispersed, according to policy, through Continental outfits 
also make fine records, llowever, most of the Puerto Ricans have 
a hard and unhappy time 



One of our corps intelligence officers was asked whether any sig- 
nificant change in the Chinese Communist armies has been ob- 
served during the stalemate. 

"Oh. sure." the officer answered with sour emphasis, "we see a 
change. They are getting belter all the time." 

The Chinese hold the western and central sectors of the front 
— about two thirds of the 1^) miles <>( line which angles north- 
eastward across mid-Korea. What is left of the North Korean army 
holds the eastern sector. At our rear headquarters and along the 
Chinese portions of the front there is a tendency lo assume that 
ibe North Korean army is finished. The U.S. and South Korean 
units facing it do not have that impression. It is depicted, but in 
the patrol and outpost actions that [irovide the only tests during 
stalemate, the North Koreans show every sign of being alert, ag- 
gressive, and — considering their past defeats and the ruin of the 
countrv around them — in iiK redibly good spirits. 

What little we know of the (Chinese Communists in Korea gives 
our psvcliological warfare experts no comfort. Bolli on the line and 
in reserve the Chinese (Communist armies arc well supplied with 
weapons, clothing, food— all the necessities of war. They do not 
live off the country: even iheir food is transported from China, 
and successf ullv. despite our continuous air interdiction. They 
get along with the battered, depressed, impoverished native popu- 
lation remarkablv well, thanks to a rigid occupation discipline 
which forbids the least harassment ol the North Korean people. If 
aiiv thing, the North Koreans prefer Chinese soldiers to their own, 
if they must have any around. 

The Chinese fight aggressively and skillfully, and they almost 
never surrender voluntarily. Captured prisoners are rare, and our 
patrols are offered all sorts of incenlives lo get one now and then. 

But the most interesting thing about the Chinese armies at 
this point is the way the\ are disposed through Korea. More than 
half of them are in reserve, far from the front line. The biggest 
portion of the Chinese reserves is in extreme North Korea, at the 
center of the country, obviously poised to move toward either 
coastline if we Iry amphibious end-runs. The larger part of the re- 
maining reserves are placed along the east and west coast for de- 
fense. Furthermore the Chinese have dug defensive trenches east

and west, north and south, up and across an astoundingly deep 
section of North Korea. 

Our officers, gazing at the maps of the Chinese dispositions, 
draw a conclusion which could be wrong but is nonetheless in- 
teresting. The Chinese dispositions suggest that our Communist 
enemies like the war the way it is and has been since the stalemate 
set in. They are braced to prevent anv change, if they can, but ap- 
parently not to bring about any great change by their own efforts. 



Recently Lieut. General Maxwell Taylor arrived in Korea to re- 
lieve General James Van Fleet as U.S. Eighth .\rmy commander. By 
now he will have been told, by our generals in Tokyo and Korea, 
that they don't know how to "end the war." But he also will have 
heard that they do know — or think they know — what we can 
do and should do in a minimum effort to end it. They are certain 
that we can defeat the enemy in the field, and they think we ought 
to do it. That is what they told General Eisenhower during his visit 
last December, and that is what they hope he orders them to do. 

I'hey also know what they mean and what they do not mean by 
"defeat the enemy." Some of our allies and some Americans at 
home have come to assume that it can mean only "all-out war in 
the Far East." The American generals on the spot do not want an 
"all-out war in the Far East," and they do not believe one is neces- 
sary in order to defeat the Chinese and .North Korean armies now 
facing our forces in Korea. 

The enemy armies will be defeated, in the simplest sense of the 
word, when and if they are broken up, driven from their present 
line and forced to retreat into the upper reaches of North Korea. 
That is what is meant, and all that is meant, when the generals of 
our Far E^st command argue for an effort to defeat the enemy 
in the field. They do not believe such an effort in Korea would 
"provoke" the enemy into launching World War III. 

Our generals cannot and do not guarantee that a successful 
offensive on this scale would end the war. All they undertake to 
guarantee, given sufficient but by no means enormous reinforce- 
ments, is the following: 

1) Enemy losses — in men, in weapons, in prestige — so heavy 
that the Chinese and Soviet high commands must think twice be- 
fore they elect to continue the war after such a defeat. 

2) A new line across the famous "waist" of Korea, roughly 
midway between the Yalu and the present line, that would be far 
better for us than the positions we now hold. 

3) An enlarged free Korea — not the reunited Korea that the 
U.N. is pledged to attain, but enough of Korea to make it a going 
concern, a governable country, one that we could turn back to 
the Koreans in reasonably good conscience. 

The earlier statement that the generals who favor an effort to 
defeat the enemy in the field do not want "all-out war in the Far 
I^st" is not empty rhetoric. One of the most striking facts en- 
countered in Tokyo and Seoul is the generals' profound aversion 
to any war-to-the-finish with China in China. Ihey doubt that 
such a war could ever be brought to a final military decision, and 
they hold that the prodigious effort required ought to be reserved 
for the main enemy, which of course is Soviet Russia. This reporter, 
in hours of intimate discussion, never once heard the A-bomb men- 
tioned as a weapon to be used in .\sia against Asians.

A little known industrialist 
is Eisenhower's biggest find 



"In Cabinet meetings I always wait for George 
Humphrey to speak. I sit back and listen to the 
others talk while he doesn't say anything. But 
I know that when he speaks up he will say 
just what I am thinking. " 

This estimate by Dwight Eisenhower — vol- 
unteered recently in a conversation — about a 
man he had not even met four months ago is a 
startling testimony lo the emergence of the 
new Secretary of the Treasury as the .adminis- 
tration's greatest "find."' Head of a vast indus- 
trial empire but unknown lo tlie public before 
coming to Washington, Humphrey (Life, 
Jan. 19) has convinced that skeptical city he 
knows what he's doing — and intends to have 
around him men similarly equipped (p. M). 

Treasury is a department which singularly 
needs a man who knows what he's doing, its 
responsibility being the whole federal financial 
structure. For the U.S. citizen il is lhal de- 
partment which gives the money — and takes it 
away (il requires but 7.108 Bureau of Printing 
and Engraving and Bureau of Mint employes to 
make it, but .53,644 in the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue to get some of it back). Other of 
Treasury's 87,525 employes catch counterfeit- 
ers and protect the President (Secret Service), 
nab dope peddlers (Narcotics) and smugglers 
(Customs), supervise the national banks. But 
besides such routine administrative tasks the 
emerging Humphrey faced up to some of the 
sliffest U.S. fiscal problems since Alexander 
Hamilton, Treasury's first Secretary and an- 
other strong man, first ruled the department.

EVOLUTION BACKS UP 

German geneticist resurrects extinct Stone Age horse by 'reverse breeding' 



Srientists trying to rcronstrurt proliistorir animals 
usually have l<> loiitcnt tlit-msch cs with skeletons, 
slulleil iniilalioiis or ilrawings. But the dircilor of 
the Munich, Gemiany zoo, after .'}0 years of unortho- 
dox hreerling experiments, has artilicially "reversed" 
evolution and produced a 
herd of liv ing animals that 
look just like those hunted 
hy Stone Age men. 

On their cave walls 15,- 
000 years ago the Stone 
Agers painted pictures of 
small, gray-furred, striped- 
legged, moose-nosed ani- 
mals called tarpans. They 
were miniature prehistoric 
relatives of the horses of 
today. Fierce and hardy, 
they roamed wild across 
Europe, surviving until 
the late 1800s, when the 
breed finally disappeared. 




In 1928 Geneticist Heinz Heck grew curious wheth- 
er he could de-ev()Iulioiiize or ])ack-l)reed^' modern 
horses to the extinct tarpan. He painstakingly studied 
skeletons, cave paintings an<l more recent drawings 
(Mow) to learn their characteristics. Then, seeking 
out horses who retained 
traces of these character- 
istics, he hegan his cross- 
breeding operations with 
w ild horses from Asia and 
tame ones from Iceland. 
After live generations, he 
succeeded in reproducing 
a "tarpan." Today he has 
placed five of his "throw- 
backs" in other zoos, still 
has 12 more in his own 
pastures. Each one is gray- 
furred, striped-legged and 
moose-nosed and. appar- 
ently, suspicious (above) 
of larger, modern horses.

For more than ihrcc deradcs Mexico has gone out so whole- 
heartedly for the social, propagandistic art of its Big Three 
— Rivera. Siqueiros and Orozco — that, until recently, it 
has hardly had eyes for anything else. This fact so dis- 
couraged Kulino Tamayo. a painter of highly personal, 
nonpolitical works, that he left Mexico in 19.'i8 to settle 
down ill New York City. There he evolved, through a re- 
markahle hiending of modern French and ancient Mexican 
stvles, an art that was violent, sultry, mysterious and, 
within a lew years, extremely popular. 

As his paintings came to he more and more in deman^l 
throughout the U.S. and Europe, Tamayo's prices mounted 
to as high as S5,000 lor a single canvas and his lame grad- 
ually worked its way back to his homeland. Mexican col- 
lectors began to seek his paintings and fmallv the Mexican 
government itself took note. I^st year they invited the 
exile back to Mexico City to paint a gigantic mural for the 
Palace of Fine Arts (p. 103), the nation's lop museum 
whose walls have been decorated only by the nation's top 
artists. .\s further recognition of his achievements they 
gave him equal billing with the Big Three in a major show 
of Mexican art now touring Europe. Today, officially ac- 
cepted as one of Mexico's masters, the swarthily handsome. 
53-vear-old artist is ending his 1.5-year exile. "From now 
on, " he says, "I am going to make my home in .Mexico. "

Although his countrymen sometimes accused him of being American- 
ized or a victim of the Paris school, Tamayo is deeply rooteil in the cul- 
ture and traditions of Mexico. Born of Zapolec Indian slock, ho spent 
the first eight years of his life in the ancient village of Oaxaca. When 
his parents died, he went to live in Mexico (lily w ith an aunt w ht> kept 
a fruit stand in the marketplace. Today his memories of the lush 
produce and hright-rohed peasants at market emerge in his gay tropical 
still lifes and the warm earthy colors of his palette. 

When he was IH. Tamayo was sent to school hy his aunt to learn 
hookkeeping. Instead he speiil his time at the School of Fine Arts learn- 
ing to draw and paint. Al the end of four V4'ars he got a jt>h at the Na- 
tional Museum of Archeology w here, surrounded by the art of pre-Co- 
lumbian Mexico, be was able t() study the stylized carved beads and 
sturdy pottery figures made by his Indian ancestors. These provided the 
foundations for his ow n art. Later, w hen he came to know and he influ- 
enced by Picasso and the Paris abstractionists, be continued to in- 
vest bis paintings w ith the emotional vigor and rugged forms of prim- 
itive Mexican art. Today Tamayo's work is accepted as a truly native 
expression and Tamayo himself as thoroughly Mexican. This does not 
surpri.<e bis wife. To Olga he has always been that little Indian boy."

Railroad signals have come a lung way from the time when a 
colored ball hoisted to the top of a pole signaled that the track 
ahead was clear.

Through his control board he 
lines up signals and switches which are so 
"interlocked" as to make it impossible to set 
up conAiaing routes as trains are guided 
automatically through the maze of terminal 
tracks. 



On tome lines ot exceptionally heavy tratHc, 
signals inside the locomotive cab, itself, pro- 
vide the engineet and fireman with constant 
information about changing traffic condi- 
tions ahead. And, supplementing all these 
means of automatic signaling is the radio or 
induction train telephone by which conversa- 
tions are carried on between trains and sta- 
tions, and between train and train. 



The great improvements in "coiling the signals" on America's railroads ore 
typical of the progress from research which benefits not just the railroads, 
themselves, but alt of us in o notion whose production rolls on roils of steol.

EVER siiuc the Black Forties of the l<Jth 
("enturv we Irish have heen flvin^ from 
I (lur homeland. And I am using the right 
word, lor that wholesale Irish Diaspora of 
the 19lli Century was nothing hut a wild, 
terrified flight from hunger. The net result 
of that stampede has been that in UK) years 
the population of southern Ireland has dwin- 
dled from between six and seven million to 
under three million. 

Wealwavs maintained in Ireland that this 
national loss of blood — I might call it a racial 
hemophilia — was entirely due to foreign mis- 
rule. We promised ourselves and the world 
that once we got a native government we 
would soon put a stop to all that. 

In 1946, after a quarter of a century of na- 
tive rule, we looked at the ledger and we got 
a had shock. Census figures showed that we 
were still on the downgrade. We had to face 
the hitler truth that something more than for- 
eign misrule is involved. We had to pick roi k 
salt out of our sores when we discovered si- 
nudlaneously that while our own people were 
vanishing from Ireland the English were com- 
ing back to it in droves; in full flight from 
the austerities of Socialist England, they w ere 
buying up houses and farms in every part 
of the country. To discourage what became 
known as England's Reconquest by Check- 
book we promptly clapped a tax on all alien 
purchasers of land and property. But, seven 
years after, we are still ruefully scratching our 
heads over the essential problem of our own 
racial decav. 



It is a poor conscdalioii to tell ourselves 
that we are ne\er likely lo disappear from the 
earth. I'hat is merelv to sav thai we are per- 
forming a graceful and gradual diminuendo 
into insignificance. It would give us even less 
consolation to observe that at the rate of re- 
cent years our population will not drop below 
the two-million mark lor at least five genera- 
tions, if then. A land so underpopulateil could 
neither feed itself, clothe itself nor defend it- 
sell. We would be like a scattering of chaste 
rabbits nibbling around the coastline of Aus- 
tralia. In the Black Forties of the I9tli Ceti- 
turv we were liungrv because we were so maiiv. 
In the Black Forties of the next century will 
we be hungry because we are too few? 

What explanations do we usually offer for 
this persistent withering away of the Celt? 

Emigration is the first explanation. Now it 
is chiefly to Great Britain. It is a convenient 
salelv valve lor unemployment at home. But 
should there be, at any time, serious unem- 
ployment in Great Britain the thousands upon 
thousands we ha\e been sending over there 
for years past will come stampeding back to us 
to iiueue at our labor exchanges for a weekly 
dole. A bottling-up like that could easily pro- 
duce a social explosion and shake our econo- 
my to its foundations. 

The second explanation is a brutal one. It 
is that old Irishmen never die, they merely 
fade away at ages of such fantastic antiquity 
that their offspring are by then too old to 
start fruitful lives of their own. The com- 
monest example of this adamantine refusal to

surrender is the aging farmer who will not 
hand over his farm to his sons. W hen one ol 
these old Irish farmers ref ers to his "bov" it is 
10-to-one that the "boy" is hitting .SO. A 
while ago when two brothers, aged about 60 
and 6.S, came before the courts for riotcms 
and wanton behavior it developed that tliev 
were two "boys" who bad been having their 
first real taste of libertv and liquor on the 
night of their father's unlooked-for demise at 
the earlv age of 92. 

The results of this old v. young tussle are 
late marriages, a slow birth rale and a declin- 
itig population, not to mentifin poor produe- 
tivily from the older age groups. 

This is where we bump u[i against the most 
disturbing explanation of all. For the surpris- 
ing fact is that even in our towns and cities, 
where the boys and girls can earn enough 
moncv to be independent of the idd. thev still 
refuse to marry young. The stale appeals to 
them to wed. The Church appeals to them to

multiply. In the blunt language of Shaw's 
Miss Eliza Donliltle they reply with one voire, 
"Not bloody likely!" This is the core of the 
whole thing. It is a human rcsistanre that de- 
fies statesmen, churchmen and statisticians. 
"Why," we all ask. "why, ye young divils. 
why in the name of God and nature won't ve 
marry one another? " 

Well, here are their own replies, chosen 
from scores which came to me thrrpugli the 
mail some time ago when I happened to be 
writing articles for a popular newspaper about 
tliis very question of late marriages in Ireland. 

To begin with let us see what the young 
men have to say about the girls. Two plaints 
are made by the young men. Fhe first: what 
they want from their girls is not love, not ro- 
mance, not passion, not beauty, not compan- 
ionship, not charm, not wit. not intelligence 
— but simply the plain, homespun qualities of 
housekeeper and mother. The second: they 
are extremely skeptical about the capacity of 




the modern voung Irishwoman to fill either of 
these two very simple rcipiircmcnts. 

Here is how one young Irishman approaches 
wedlock. One might think that he is not so 
much approaching woman as stalking her: 

"I am a bachelor, aged 38. I am in no hurry 
to get married. Next September, or the Sep- 
tember after. I will take a holiday w ith an ob- 
ject at Lisdoouvarna. ('ounty Clare. I will in- 
form some of the priests on holiday that I am 
on the loi>kout. and that I am a bachelor of 
some sulistance who requires a wife with a 
dow rv of a certain minimum figure. The good 
priests will pass the word around. In due 
course a girl will be selected and the wooing 
will proceed on a sane plane. At Christmas 
[this eager lover continues] mv people will 
visit her people, and her people will investi- 
gate my background, credentials and relatives. 
I will meet the young lady again on some such 
occasion as the Rugby International in Dub- 
lin durini; the following Easier. In due course 



the nuptials will take place. If I marry at 40 
on the lines I have indicated I will guarantee 
that at 60 my wife and myself will be fonder 
of one another than anv couple of the same 
age w ho married in their youth for what Hol- 
lywood miscalls love, but which is in fact 
lustful iiifntimtiim. . . . ' 

There are. in this letter, two points of some 
anthropological interest to anybody investi- 
gating the problem of love among the Irish. 
This man wants his bride to bear him a dowry. 
He also consi<lers that he is young enough to 
marry at 10 but does not mention the desira- 
ble age for his bride. If he is pre|)ared to allow 
her the same slow-motion approach to mar- 
riage as himself it is evident that there could 
not be a very large family — if any! But in prac- 
tice our hairv old Irish bachelors seek out 
young briiles — and they seem to get them. It 
is to be renu'iidicred that there are more men 
than women in Ireland, one of the very few 
countries in the world of which this is true.

"The avcrajie. modern Irish jiirl is a painted, powdered, padded, 
puffed parrot, except lor her nails which are hawk s daws. Their 
adoration of him actors has reached a .^r,vrK ok Imukcii.itvI It is 
ol'ten .said thai slow horses and last women would ruin anv man, 
but we don't need the horses, the women wdidd do it alone. How 
could any man iti his sane senses, for w hom marriage means a fam- 
ily and lesponsiliility. contemplate a life spent with one of these 
lassies? The sight alone of one of them swigging cxpensi\e liipiors 
in lounge bars at a rate that would knock out a navvv in half the 
time is enough to deter any man from taking the plunge. Marriage 
is a hell ol a serious Imsiness. It is not a business for Mighty flibberti- 
gibbets like these. It is a business for grown men and women with 
llieir eyes open. The modern Irish girl seems to be (]uite unaware 
of this fact. I will not jimip headlong into niatrimotiv. I will look 
carelullv around me. I will wait anil bi<le my time, and choose with 
careful circumspection. Marriage is forever. It is a sobering thought 
for any man. . . ." 

Lnreliable. extravagant, spoiled: such, ac< oriling to the men, are 
modern Irish girls. Thev say it over and over again, in various wavs: 

"I am a bachelor, and so far as I can see I am likely to remain 
so for some years to come unless God is especially kind to nie. How 
could any man expect tlie girls that are going nowadays to cook 
and wash for him. to rear his children and to keep his home, with 
their heads full of all sorts of nonsense from morning to night? 
And they have no mr)re sense of the value of money than if they 
were John U. Rockefeller himself. 

"Recently I was rather inclined to be interested in a young wom- 
an. I went out with her one night, accompanied by another lady. 
The first thing was I found myself in a lounge bar, and I felt it was 
up to me to invite the two ladies to have some refreshment, with 
no thought in my head but that they would ask for a soft drink, or 
al the most a sherry. I was much astonished when the young wom- 
an I was attracted to asked for a 'gin and it,' and her friend de- 
manded nothing less if you please than a Pimms Number One. Now, 
I am a mechanic by trade, earning around £7.10.0 {$'11) per week. 
How could I keep up that rate of going? .\nd it is a poor prepara- 
tion lor matrimony. If the girls are not married it is their own 
fault by the example they give beforehand. . . ." 

What pleases me most about these- letters is their splendidly 
hoary smell.

W hen «e turn to the girls" opinions of the men we find almost 
precisely the same < liarges. In tlieir l)elier the men are cagey, spir- 
itless, scllish and spoiled by their mothers. 

"I have been reading what the men are alleged to think of the 
women. In ray experience modern Irishmen are nothing but a race 
of male cuckoos, beer sharks and boogie-woogie lanalics. This is a 
land made for the male — card plaving, horse racing, coursing, fish- 
ing. It is a paradise for the male. It is not that the young man in 
modern Ireland cannot afford to gel inarri<'d. It is that he cannot 
gel married and still afford his car, his club, his belling, his poker, 
his golf and liis holidays. So the young man remains single. . . ." 

On the overmotliered Irishman: 

"The men of today are mammy's darlings. I'hey have everything 
at home so why should they leave it? Their mothers slave lor them 
and they expect that their wives will slave lor them in the same 
wav. Gosh! Haven't men got away with a lot! It is no womler they 
used to marry early long ago when they even expected their wives 
to polish their boots for them. But we women now want marriage 
on a .5()-.oO basis, so the darlings have slowed up.

The odd thing is that these mothers 
are more than anxious to find other mothers' sons to marry their 
own daughters. The sum of it all is, mother is an Irishman's land- 
lady — without pay." 

What has happened to the legendary wild Irish lover? Another 
letter: 

"I used to think Irishmen ideal. After meeting Englishmen and 
men of other nationalities I soon found that he has feet of clay. 
He may be brave on the battlefield but when it comes to love he is 
the greatest coward in the world. And the conceit of the creatures! 
Quite laughable to the Latin races who are so busy adoring women 
tliat they can sometimes forget themselves. I used to think of all 
Irishmen as dashing, romantic f ellows. . . . 

'"But now ? IJid vou ever read the 'get-together" columns in the 
newspapers? )V«;nw man. Iri'tiiliilliT. lui menus, ic/s/ics In meet aid. 
same, tvith means. Emphasis on the means. How blooming roman- 
tic! It should read. I oiinp man. aiii enluroiis and enteriirisirif!. Irishes 
to meet beautiful pirl and hare a irhale of a time. Instead, how often 
do we hear, 'lie s after marrving .t!5,(X)0." The truth is our eligible 
bachelors are quaking bundles of inhibitions. \ou will find the an- 
swer to the whole thing in Arland Ussher's The Face and Mind of 
Ireland. He stales that Irishmen have hardly enough sex to per- 
petuate their own cantankerous species. . . . ' 

,\fter reading such outbursts as these— however we may laugh 
at them, whatever may lie behind them — we can hardly be sur- 
prised to discover that, according to the last census, only one per- 
son out of 100 marries each year.

How do they manage it? liow can any normally sexed man (for 
I refuse to believe tliat Arland Usslier's opinion is tiie right one) 
wail as patieiilly and as ilaiigerouslv as lliese Irish near-i eliliates do 
for the joys of love and marriage? And we must remember that 
there are no irregular salety valves in Catholic Ireland. In the 
whole country there is not one brothel. F'rostitution is exceeding- 
ly rare, sordid and furtive. I'here is a certain amount of illegiti- 
macy, hut no reliable statistics are available because there are so 
many loopholes — emigration before the birth, marriage after con- 
ce|>tion ami so on. Some believe that homosexuality is on the in- 
crease. There are no pro[)er figures for venereal disease but its in- 
cidence is large enough to be taken seriously by church and state. 
If there were an atmosphere fd free and frank discussion, as there 
is not. we might get a better general picture. 

T have heard only fotir plausible explanations for Irish con- 
tinence: that sexual desire is either sublimated by religion, ex- 
hausted by sport, drugged bv drink or deflected bv either an in- 
nate or an inculcated Puritanism. The fact stands that Irishmen 
can and do wait longer than any other race in the world for the 
joys of hive. 

What lies behind tliose angry letters I have quoted? How se- 
riously should we lake all such sparrings between young Irish- 
men and young Irishwomen? I think that we have to take them 
quite seriously but it would be a mistake to take them ipiite 
literally. 

Irishmen, for example, arc undoubtedly much more calculating 
in love than a foreigner might think il he based his notions on the 
reckless and dashing characters of Anglo-Irish (iction. Those gal- 
lant rakes w ere bred in the big houses of a minority landlord class. 
The mass of the people were hard-pressed peasants for whom love 
had to lake a second place bclorc the essential tie ol blood and 
economy. Todav this basic, rural class is dominant in Ireland and 
thev have brought into the towns and cities the traditions and 
techniques of the cmintrv. Furthermore, matriarchal power still 
counts for a good deal. Prudence and respect for family author- 
itv can easily become misinterpreted as caginess and Momism. 
When the girls, grown wiser in their generation, respond to 
what thev consider caginess with a bit ol dash — and Irishwomen 
have far more "go" in them than Irishmen— the boys react by 
calling them extravagant, spoiled, unreliable. Mutual irritation 
has set in. 

The young people are angry: there is no denying that. But it is 
a transferred anger. I am satislieil that these young people are dying 
to throw their arms around one another, human nature being the 
same the world over. But because, for one reason or another, 
thev cannot make the grade they foolishly turn on one another 
all the anger and frustration that if they had more courage — 
thev would turn on the conditions that are denying them a nat- 
ural sex life. 

What are the conditions that keep them ajiart? Poverty? Non- 
sense! .\nd here is the proof of it: when most ol our people were 
living on the lowest sidisistence level, a hundred years ago. r>l'7( 
of the vounger fieofile normally got married between the ages ol 
and 34. Todav. when the standard of living is incomparably 
higher — though bv no means as yet high enough — only 25% marry 
before the age of 34.

What is creating the psycliolugical block here is soiiielhing far 
nearer to the opposite of poverty. All our young people are devel- 
oping a proper concept of what constitutes decent living conditions 
and until they get them they arc on strike against marriage. We are 
rearing generations in Ireland that have ten times more pride and 
ambition than their parents ever had, and good luck to them for it. 
As one young woman put it to me in two sentences: "I saw what 
my mother went through. Not for me, thank you!" 

Naturally the young folk do not fully realize what they are do- 
ing: theirs is an instinctive reaction. For the first time in our his- 
tory they have begun to taste, though still only to taste, the re- 
wards of a full life, and they very naturally want more of them. 
Nor is it likely that our young celibates will be any more objective 
when, at last, no longer quite so young, they cease to be celibates. 
Then they will tell us that they are entering the happiest years of 
their lives, forgetting that they waited for them — dangerously, 
painfully and prudently — until they had first collected every pos- 
sible cushion against their hardships and risks. And no doubt 
when they become fathers themselves they will, in their turn, 
wonder why their children do not marry young, and proceed 
simultaneously to excuse, uphold and consolidate all those dis- 
couraging living conditions which had been responsible for their 
own procrastination. 

what are these discouraging conditions? 

To begin with, no form of birth control is permitted by Church or 
state. The sale and advertisement of contraceptives is forbidden by 
law. Books and periodicals which advocate or even refer to the use 
of contraceptives are regularly banned by the state and seized by 
customs officials. Even that form of control of, or limitation on, 
conception known as "rhythm," or the use of the so-called "safe 
period," is frowned upon by Church and state. 

It will be obvious that any youth obedient to his Church (or at 
any rate to its local representatives) and submissive to the state 
will in these circumstances foresee marriage as a very heavy 
responsibility indeed. 

No divorce. This restriction is unlikely to deter any man from 
marriage unless he is a very cold-blooded and calculating fish in- 
decil. Hut it does underline the gravity of the step. 

Social services are not generous in Ireland. A children's allow- 
ance grants 17 shillings 6 pence (about $2.44) per month for 
every child after the second. There is no comprehensive maternity- 
grant system. The children of the destitute are delivered free of 
charge, the poor pay whatever they can afford to pay. Nursing 
homes for middle-class mothers are expensive. There are no com- 
prehensive state schemes for prenatal or postnatal advice. 

In 1951 when the then minister for health. Dr. Noel Browne, 
wished to introduce a mother-and-child scheme of a comprehen- 
sive nature, with pre- and postnatal advice, free medical atten- 
tion without a means test and other such benefits, the Catho- 
lic hierarchy condemned the scheme, the government obeyed 
without question and the scheme fell through. It is only proper 
to add that the Irish medical profession opposed the seheme root 
and braiirh. 

The fact stands that marriage can be a costly business in Ireland 
and our provident young men foresee this.

Housing is dear and of'len difficult to come by. An average work- 
er, sav a hus driver or a garage mechanic, who will draw a pay 
packet of between £7 and £8 (about S21) a week will pay about a 
third of his wages lor a couple of rooms and may have to wait for 
vears before he can rent a small house or an apartment worthy of 
the name. I'or those couple of rooms are not what any American 
wife wtiuld call an apartment: they are simply a couple of rooms in 
a house, with a makeshift kitchenette, one shared lavatory and 
bathroom for a whole houselul ol lainilies. Why should any young 
man be expected to take his young bride into a couple of rooms 
of this type? It is right to say that our government has done a 
great deal of work to provide housing for the workers, but the 
leeway yet to be made up is great. 

Rural living conditions are enough to drive any young man of 
spirit to emigration or to drink. All the small towns and villages are 
dwindling for this reason. Before the cinema came these places 
olfcrcd virtually no means of entertainment in the winter oilier 
than the public house or the free pleasure of standing with one's 
back to a dam[) wall surveying the falling rain. And those of us who 
visit and revel in the Irish countrvside during the brief summer 
months must not forget that our winter lasts long, that the high 
spirits which are lurne<i on tor social occasions die tlown as ipiickly 
as thev dare up and remain down for a long solstice. The nat- 
ural instinct of anv voung man or woman born into such places 
cannot be to marrv and sink (lee|)er into their .Nile mud but to 
get out and marry elsewhere; and so they do, via the larger cen- 
ters to England. 

But the term "living conditions" involves far more than phy- 
sical limitations. The whole question of sex in Ireland is domi- 
nated also by profound psychological repressions. To explain this 
I have kept to this point one extract from a letter by a young man 
who has been very honest and percipient about these limitations. 
He writes: "W e Irishmen have been conditioned into a state of 
sexual frigidilv and repression because for generations we have 
clothed the sublimitv of love in shrouds of taboo, false prudery 
and an attitude of Victorian Puritanism that has given to the act 
of sexual union the blasphemous nature of .something oITensive." 

If this attitude has been — and I am afraid it has been fostered 
by the Church in Ireland in our time, it has not been fostered 
consciously and deliberately. How could it be? It is the doctrine 
of the Catholic Church that to seek satisfaction of bodily desire

It lias been Instcrcil, most uiiha|i|iily, 
because iho yonnj; |ir(p|>l(- will not many vounf; and the cloruv fear 
that the result must lie a relaxation of sexual morality. Tlic slaf;(' is 
set lor ronllirl anil an inijiasse. I'lie Cliiin h tliunilprs ai;aiiist the 
danijcrs of sex. The ynuiif; men, oheilient up to the point ol' niar- 
riafic, at which thev halk, are inevitaltly ronilitionetl into a frus- 
tratcil tenor of wnman. 

I am an Irishman anil a ('alholic. I li\e in Irclaiiil. I am hriiifiin;^ 
up my chiliiren in Ireland as Catholics. I fully ackiiow Icdfic the 
right of the ('.alholic ciciiiv in Irclami to ailopt anv attitude they 
think (it to the iirohlcins of yDUiif; lo\p. I am simply ohjertiii}; that 
the position I see ailoplcil liv ("hurch ami stale in Ireland is slmrl- 
sighted. inhuman, unwise anil mav he lulal to Imtli. 

Since my hoyhiHid I have heard my elders fulminating about 
company keepitij;. night courting, ilaiiiitig at tlie crossroads, 
V-necks, silk slockings. lale dances, drinking al dances, mixed 
balhiiig. aiKcrlisemcnls lor feminine underwear, jillerliuggiiig. 
girls who lake part in iininodest sports (such as jumping or 
hurdling). English and American books and magazines, short 
frocks, iiikinis. cvcling shorts and e\en waltzing, which I have 
heard elegantiv descrihed as "belly lo hellv dancing." I'erhaps 
the most extreme example ol (his kind of thing was to hear 
woman descrihed from a pulpit to a mixed congregation as "the 
unclean vessel." 

Our censorship of hooks ami publications, instigated by the 
clergy ami suhmillcil to. willy-nillv, by incrvhoilv. is a symbol of 
this fear of sex. Some years ago Dr. Jlalliday Sutherland, the w ell- 
known Catholic apologist, publisheil an cssav on the "sale period" 

form of birth control In a 1 k entitled Tlif Ijiii aiif Life. Although 

one edition of this book bore the Prrmissii S(i/)rrioriiiii (by per- 
mission of superiors) of the Knglish Arcliilioi ese of W estminster, 
the permission was mil considereil gooil enough lor Ireland. (Cath- 
olicism in Ireland and Calholicism in Kngland and elsew here lia\e 
apparently dillerent slandanls.) All editions of that hook were 
banned as "indecent and obscene" bv the Irish ("eiisorship Hoard 
anil they still remain banned. When a debate took place on the 
banning of this book in the Irish Senate the lollowing exchange 
took place: 

Senator Johnston: W hat ilocs the law of the state say about 
the safe period with regard to birth control? 
The Mintstkh koii Jl stici;: I am ni>t prepared lo go into the 
law of the stale. W hether the |( a"nsorshi[i| Board was techni- 
callv and legally correct, wlielher the book was in ils general 
tendency indecent and obscene may be open to question. But 
on the grounds that it was calculated to do untold barm I 
was perfectly satisfied it should be banned. 

In the 150 close-packed pages of the oiricial register of books 
and periodicals banned by ihe Irish ("ensorship Board we linil the 
name of almost every single Irish w riter of note, some for one book, 
some lor several. The banning is done in secret. There is no ap|)eal 
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It's so good — and it's true, you look a small for-

to the courts of law, apart from a possible indictment of the Minis- 
ter for Justice on the grounds of unconstitutional behavior, a proc-. 
ess beyond the means of any writer and not very likely, in the 
present slate of public opinion, to be fruitful. .After 20 years of 
agitation, headed originally by s\ich writers as the late JE and 
W. B. Yeats, an appeal board was established, also giving its deci- 
sions in secret conclave, anil witlunil right ol ap[ieal therefrom to 
the courts of law. It has dcbanned a minute fraction of banned 
books and periodicals, by which time the books are often out of 
print and the writer's name irretrievably smeared. 

Among authors who, for one book or several, have been con- 
sidered indecent and obscene are George Bernard Shaw, Williaia 
Faulkner, Hervey Allen, Graham Greene, F. Scott Fitzgerald, Eric 
Linklater, Lucius Apuleius, Ernest Hemingway. Erskinc Caldwell, 
Thomas Wolfe, John Dos Passos. Somerset Maugham, Aldous 
Huxlev, James T. Farrell, Jean Paul Sartre. .Albert Camus, Arthur 
Koestler, Andre Malraux, Charles .Morgan, Anatole France, John 
Steinbeck, Joyce Cary, Sean O'Cascy. Liam OT labertv, Frank 
O'Connor. George Moore. .Sinclair Lewis .... Rcallv, the roster is 
SO lengthy with its thousands of names, that one might be done 

with it by saying that the motto 
of the (]ensorshi|i Board could« 
be. "If it s good we've got it!" 

Nor is this all. Under the in- 
fluence of this official censor- 
ship a widespread censorship- 
rabies has developed throughout 
the country. If anv old woman, 
ol either se.x. utters an objec- 
tion to a librarv book (as they 
do early and often) the librar- 
ian must withdraw it from his 
shelves unless he is prepared to 
live like a hunted beast for the 
rest of bis life. I have before me 
several private lists, exchanged - 
between librarians, of books' con- 
sidered unsuitable within their 
bailiwicks. \ list issued by the 
Dublin County Libraries Com- 
mittee, beaded "Books Consid- 
ered Unsuitable for General ( j'r- 
culation." includes among other 
astonishing titles: George Bnr- 
row's Lavengro, Thomas Hardy's Tess of the D' Urben illes, Fccidor 
Dostoevski's Crime and Punishment, Leo Tolstoi's Anna Kiirrnina, 
Victor Hugo's The Hunchback of Notre Dame, Willa CaltiiT's 
Death Comes for the Archbishop and the complete works of Jnlin 
Galsworthy. 

.Any reader with a gram of imagination will be able to imagine 
that young people in a country which sees dangers to chastity in 
Death Comes for the Archbishop are not living in an atmosphere 
favorable to a sane or healthy attitude to sex. 'rhe only ray of light 
is that of farce. Some time ago a priest objected to a perf ormance 
of Othello. And when O'Casey's The ShaJon of a Gunman visited 
Cork the local dean decided to do some censoring. (He has since 
gone to his reward where all men and wonuni are angels and Irish 
men and women, of course, the most angelic angels of the lot.) In 
this play a volley of shots evokes from one of the charaeters the 
terrified cry, "Jesus, Mary an' Joseph!" The line was cut on the 
ground that no proper Irish person would utter such a cry. The 
play went on, and the shots went off. evoking a terrified cry of 
"Jesus, Mary an' Joseph!" in the first row of the pit — from a lady. 

One novel banned as indecent was written — the censors dis- 
covered too late — over a pen name by Count Michael de la Bedo- 
yere, the respected ctlitor of The CalhoHc Herald. 

Enough. What we need, surely, is the lilting of an unclean cloud. 
For a picture of a saner attitude to woman go into any southern city 
of Europe. There the God-given beauty of woman is almost adored. 
Courtship is frank and fair. The youths discuss the charms of llieir 
girls openly and with eiilluisiasm. Their songs are of love; their 
thoughts are of love; their blood is at natural blood heat. They 
marry young. While the population of Ireland is dwindling the 
population of Italy is soaring. .And yet the young Italian hard- 
ly ever goes to church, except for his First Communion, his mar- 
riage, his christenings, his annual confession and to lie on his 
catafalque. His priest is not his policeman. He hardly ever thinks 
of his priest. Yet that good man should be well and truly content 
because God's lovely life is being lived naturally and sweetly by 
His children.

If I were an Irish priest I would take Italy for my model. Instead, 
for example, of pleading for stricter licensing laws, I would plead 
for the importation of wine by the million-gallon, scatter licenses 
broadcast for ale-and-wine shops, allow them to open and close at 
their own sweet will, and I would say to my children: "Go to the 
wineshop! Take your girl, take your wife, take your daughter! 
Drink and be happy! Young man, embrace your girl, come to me 
and I will bless your love, and after that may God look down on 
you, do the best you can. God made woman, not the devil. Don't be 
shy of looking at those lovely pictures of women by Botticelli or 
Giorgione or Titian. Look at them! Revel in the thought that you 
have a woman just as beautiful as the Primavera. Bring me your 
chUd that I may offer it to the true God of beauly. What are you 
afraid of? If you have health, love and wine you will have the 
vigor and courage to break down and live down every obstacle 
to your happiness." 

But while I said that, as a priest to my flock, I would also storm 
the gates of the government to make this Ireland a country fit for 
my children to live in and to love in. 

Is this dual revolution likely to occur in Holy Ireland? If it does 
not, what is happening will go on happening. The more cautious 
will marry late in life. The more spirited will go on emigrating to 
get out from under the cloud. And the saddest fact of all is denied 
by nobody: that when they do emigrate they fall away from their 
religion in large numbers, so that both the nation and the church 
loses them. If some such revolution does not take place it can only 
mean that that impalpable thing we know as the Irish nature is 
shriveling and hardening into selfishness, is growing less and less 
attractive in its smug blindness to the unhappiness of this genera- 
tion and the threat to the generations of the future. In that sense 
the Irish whom tlie world has known, and admired, may indeed 
vanish from the earth; and I am still proud enough of my race to 
think that their disappearance would be the world's loss.
